We have today an excellent lesson 
from the writings of the Holy Spirit . 
through Paul in perfect keeping with 


_ our recent lessons from Jaines show- 


ing the necessity of a godly life to 
prove to the world the reality of our 
faith. The first two verses call our at- 
tention to the law which {fs holy and 
just and good, but which, according to 
fil, 19, was given that every 
mouth might be stopped and all the 
world be proved guilty before God, for 
no one has ever lived since Adam fell 
but has broken the law except the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every one 
that belleveth (Rom, x, 4). He perfect- 
ly loved God and man and by His sue- 
rifice for sin on our behalf has pro- 
vided absolutely perfect righteousness, 
justifying freely by His grace all who 
come unto God by Him. ‘This is fully 
set forth in the first elght chapters of 
this epistle. Then follows in three 
chapters the story of Israel, then the 
life not conformed to this world which 
the Lord expects to be found, by His 
grace, in all bellevers—a life of love, 
according to I John iv, 11, “Beloved, if 
God so loved us, we ought also to love 
one gnother.” The life of love that He 
will live in us if we will let Him is 
fully told in I Cor. xiil, 4-7. He re- 
deems us from the curse of the law 
and assures us of no condemnation to 
any who are in Christ, in order that 
the righteousness of the Jaw may be 
fulfilled in us who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit (Rom. vill, 
144). 

If the man or woman given to wine 
or strong drink knew of the love that 
is better than wine, the love that can 
neither be quenched nor bought (Song 
{, 2, 4; vill, 7), the appetite for earth's 
stinulant would be overcome, 

Having become children of light and 
of the day, not inau’s day, but the 
Lord's day, we are expected to walk 
as children of light, to walk in love, 
and to awake from all sleep or indif- 
ference to the things of God (1 Thess, 
v, 58; Eph. v, 2.8, 15. Remember 
Jonah and his disobedience, Samson 
and his weakness, and also the sleep 
of the favored three on the Mount of 
Transfiguration and in the garden, and, 
hearing the voice of Him who ts ever 
calling us to u closer walk with Hime 
self, “Awake, thou that sleepest, and 
arise from the dead, and Christ shall 
give thee light” (Eph, v, 14), let us 
aim to be separate from all dead 
things and dead people and alive only 
unto God. 

The salvation of the individual be- 
Hever is threefold—we are saved, we 
are working out that salvation in our 
daily life, und we are waiting for and 
daily drawing nearer to the redemp- 
tlon of the body, It is that third phase 
to which we are all the thne nearer, 
and until we receive those gloritied bod- 
jes, just like His own (Phil, fil, 20, 21), 
we cannot be said to have obtained the 
fullness of the life that {is ours in 
Christ. Then shall the life really be- 
gin for which we are now being fitted 
by our training here. His precious 
blood fits us perfectly for His pres- 
ence, but there Is a fitness for His 
service in the ages to come when He 
will show the exceeding riches of His 
grace in His kindness toward us 
through Christ Jesus (Eph. ii, 7), and 
for this every bit of discipline in the 
daily life is needed. If we belleved 
this we would uot shrink from any- 
thing He sends or permits to come 
to us this little while, but would by 
Ils grace say, ‘This is His best for me 
today.

RUSSIAN MEMBERS WILL BE 
GUESTS OF NATION 


Meeting of Emperor of Russia and 
Emperor of Germany to be Coun- 
terbalanced by a Visit of Influen- 
tial Members of Russian Ouma to 
England—Socialists Object to Pres- 
ence of Czar in England 


London.—The meeting of the Em- 
peror of Russia and the Emperor of 
Germany in Ptkipas bay will be coun- 
terbalanced by the presence of a party 
composed of inthuentail members of 
the Russian duma in England for the 
next fortnight, and the visit to King 
Edward by the Russian Emperor dur- 
ing the Cowes regatta. 

This is the second excursion of the 
Russian deputies to England, a party 
composed of members of the first 
induma coming here in 1906 when the 
emperor dissolved that body, as the 
guests of the members of parliament 

Whereas the first delegation em. 
braced members with revolutionary 
tendencies, the coming visitors repre. 
sent the more conservative factions of 
the Russian government, and will 
practically be guests of the nation. 

L. Khomyakoff, president of the 
duma, and Prince peter Troubelskoy 
will head the delegation, which con- 
sists of five members of the council of 
the empire and fifteen deputies. An 
elaborate program has been prepared 
for their entertainment, whieh — in- 
clides a reception by the king. 

This delegation will be weleomed by 
everyone, but it is not likely that 
there will be much enthusiasm over 
the visit of Emperor Nicholas. The 
time has not arrived when the Russian 
ruler, whom many Britishers still re- 
gard as a tyrant, can come to Lon- 
don without danger of insults.

Immigration Officer Winn’s Report 
on the Crops is Exceedingly 
Satisfactory 
Calgary, Alta.—Immigration Officer 
Winn’s report of the condition of 
affairs in this distriet, which is for- 
warded to the department of immigra- 
tion at Ottawa each week, shows that 
the growth of grain in the province 
hes been phenomenal. Wheat, oats 
and other grains are between eight 


and ten inches above the ground in) 


nearly every section. The wonderful 
growth has, according to the report, 
been due to the splendid growing 
weather which has prevailed. = The 
condition of the grass on the ranges 
has also been greatly benefited, and 
cattle are thriving on all sides. The 
hay erop should be ready early this 
suimmeor, as its growth has also been 
phenomenal. 

In the matter of wages for farm 
heip the report states that experienced 
farm help is in demand and that $30 
to $35 are the wages being paid. In- 
exporionced help is commanding about 
$15 to $20 and is too plentiful. Large 
numbers of inexperienced farm hands 
are seeking employment but cannot 
obtain it, and have to po to the con. 
struction camps and other places 
Where there is a great demand for un- 
skilled: labor. 

There is a searcitvy of farm and 
diiry produce throughout the district, 
and prices are correspondingly high 
They were never so high at this time 
of the year as they are at) present. 
Fuel, however, is being obtained with 
comparative ease and prices are not 
above a reasonable Vimit. Sunny 
Mberta’ has upheld its claim to the 
tithe during the past week or two, for 
there has been an average of fifteen 
hours of sunshine every day during 
the past week. This good weather has

Winnipeg, Man.--Because he was 
unable to induce any of the railroad 
systems to build a line north and south 
through Saskatchewan, ‘* Farmer ’’ 
Hines, of Hannah, N. D., has decided 
to do the work himself. He now has 
his arrangements practically complete 
and promises that actual construction 
will be commenced within a few weeks. 
For several tnonths past he has been 
selling stock in the company, each 
farmer within ten miles of the route 
to be taken by the railway being al- 
lowed a $100 share for every quarter 
section he owns, ‘This may be paid 
for either in cash or work.

SAGLE ISLAND, 


Tragedies of the Most Desolate of 
Canada's Island. 


A couple of brief paragraphs in the 
report of the Department of Marine 
and Fisheries rescue from forgetful- 
ness that melancholy bank of sand 
lying out in the Atlantic Ocean 110 
miles est of the central part of Nova 
Scotia, and marked on the map as 
Sible Istend. Fortunately, no wrecks 
have occurred there recently to ree 
mind the Canrdian people of the is- 
Innd’s existence, and this undesirable 
bit of Canadian territory has dropped 
to the level of a mere incident in 
the administration of the Murine De 
partment, 

Sable Island was at one time a dane 
gerous place, especially when sailing 
vessels were more numerous, but it is 
now given « wide berth, and its re. 
cord is less gloomy than it used to be, 
In the early days of the French re- 
rime a vessel having on board a nume 
ber of ponies was wrecked there. 
Some of the ponies reached shore, 
and their descendants to-day roem the 
sand hills and subsist on the wild 
grass. One hundred years ego the 
island was 40 miles in length. To- 
day it is only half that. the waves of 
the Atlantic having undermined and 
washed nway hundreds of acres of 
its sernb-covered sandy soil, 

Its inhsbitanta number 43, consiat- 
ing of the offeers of the life-saving 
station, the lighthouse-keeners and 
their families. The animal life of the 
islnnd consists of 70 head of horned 
enttle, 30 trained ponies, 8 imported 
horses, and 200 wild ponies, Loet 
veer thers were shipped from the is- 
lend to Nove Seotin 46 wild ponies, 
end besides these the only other ex- 
nort consisted of 45 barrels of cran- 
berries. It seems remarkeble and al- 
most xbsurb to think of anyone speak- 
ing of agriculture in connection with 
the dreary sands of Sable Island, and 
yet this is what the report states 
in regard to the matter: “All the 
farming onerations were carried on 
(last year) with a fair mensure of 
snecess, The season being betterthan 
the average, a good sunvly of wild 
hav was secured for the horses.” 

What a dreary, strange life must be 
that of the men who made that hay 
and of their wives and children, From 
the outside world they see only the 
men on the Government steamers 
that carry supplies to the ijaland, 
That little community of forty-two 
souls is thrown wholly vnon itself. 
Those veople are practically maroon- 
od, How coes time wag with them, 
how does life rppesr? About these 
things the matter-of-fact renort of the 
Department has nothing to say.
